LEADERS NOT DKOOURAGED.

PiTTSBURO, July 13.— The second week 
of the coal miners' strike has beffun and 
already it gives promise of being one of 
the gre«tMt wage stragglea in the hia- 
torr of thia eoantr7. Ten daye ago the 
ooal operators in this distriot aud the 
miners themselTes little dreamed that 
within one short week unch an era of 
general Bospension could be wronjrht as 
now exists in the bituminous mining 
indoftiy. Then the mouth of the 
many ooal tipplM tliat dot the Monon- 
gahda, Yooghiogheny, Allegheny and 
Peter's Crfeek raUeys, and the valleys of 
Toms and Miller's Run, were open, and 
turning out thousands and thousands of 
tons of the best coal that enters into the 
competitive markets of the world. Now 
all is changed. The Tastoarerns are 
like so many graveyards. On the hill- 
sides, busking in the shade, there is an 
army of 18,000 unemployed, who are 
anxiously waiting for more to join tlie 
troops of idlers. On nearly every rail- 
road tcack leading to the mines, there 
stand empty oars, apparently anxious to 
be loaded, that their burdens may be 
carried to the ports along the lakes. 

The SQccess that has attended the 
movement has greatly elated the miners, 
and during the next few days every 
effort will be made to bring out the 
men in the few mines that are still 
working. This will be a ditlicnlt task, 
but they cxpr- ss conrldoiice in their 
ability to maUe the suspension complete 
before the week is -18 hours old. 

From the best iuforniiition obtaiiiable, 
the Pittsburg operators are in no liurry 
to have the difliculty adju.sted. So 
many of them liad stocks on railroad 
sidings whicli they liold for an advance. 
Much of this was disposed of Saturday 
at 'a good profit. One prominent oper- 
ator said that it would take another 
week to determine the e.xact state of 
the market, and by tliat time a general 
cleaning up will have taken place. All 
interested -will be ready to begin busi- 
ness on a new basis and probably at a 
higher price. 

"This whole thing will result in a 
compromise," said another prominent 
operator. "The ojicrators are in a posi- 
tion to stand it for some time, and 1 be- 
lieve the miners are in about the same 
condition. It looks as if business will 
brighten up, ami in that event the 
operators will be able to get better 
prices, and the co'idition of business 
and the condition of the minor Will be 
simultaneously improved." 

Just now the greatest obstacle in the 
way of success of the miner is the activ- 
ity of the diggers in the West Virginia 
fields. They are working night and 
day and are getting ready to supply all 
the coal that is needed. Tliey are re- 
peating what they did three year.* ago, 
when a general suspension was de- 
clared. At that time there were a num 
ber of operators in the Mountain state 
that were on the verge of bankruptcy. 
The general suspension was declared, 
and there came a great demand for coal 
at prii es that insured a big profit. The 
operators ' rallied around them a large 
number of men, whose friendship and 
■npport they have encouraged ever 
since. The operators profited by thou- 
sands and thou.sands of dollars. When 
the season had finished and the strike 
was declared a failure, tliey balanced 
their books aud foiuid things on the 
proper side of their ledgers. They real- 
ized that they owed much of their profit 
to th^ miners, and rewarded them for 
it. On every succeeding payday the 
faithful miners were paid bonuses in 
the shape of gold pieces, and naturally 
the best of feeling prevails among the 
the employers and employes. 

This is the condition of affairs the 
onaniien that will go into the West 
VirginiA dlitriot thia week will have to 
enoounter. It ii argued bj the miners 
thatthore are more men oat in that 
section than there were three y^urs 
aco, and they exnreM the greatest con- 
flaenoe in brini^ng them oat if they 
OMi get their ears. This failing, the 
nilxoad organizations will be appealed 
to. This plan of campaign has been 
outlined by the nati^aal oiBcert, and 
the developments of the week wUl be 
watched with interest. 

The miners' officials say that the suo- 
cess of thti movements depends on the 
action of the West Virginia miners. 
They argue that bo many ■ men in the 
Pittsburg district, who were not affiliat- 
ed with their organizatioQ, sacrificed 
thousands of dollars and joined the 
movement. They will tell the Moun- 
tain state diggers of the success in this 
district, and every effort will be made 
to have them join. 

There are a number of operators in 
the Pittsburg district who have ex- 
pressed a willingness to pay the price 
demanded. FiUt the miners have said 
nay. Tliey will insist that a maiority 
of the operators in the district pay the 
t>9-cent rate or none. This is tne ulti- 
matum of the national officials, from 
which there is no appeal. It is known 
that some of the miner othcials would 
be glad to let all tlie ojx ratr)rs paying 
the (19-cent rate operate tlieir mines, 
but can not, owing to the decision of 
the national officers, who desire to have 
all the surplus coal taken from the 
market.

night 63 out of 72 labor ol-ganizations 
were represented. Resolntious were 
unanimously adopted, pledging finan- 
cial and moral support to the miners 
and calling upon all the trades unions 
in western Pennsylvania to aid and 
assist in every possible manner in fur' 
thering the interests of the strikers 
W. H. Carney," vice president of the 
Amalgamated association, and Rev 
Winston Green, the colored preacher- 
miner, were appointed organizers and 
ordered to begin work at once. Six 
more organiiers will be appointed this 
week. 'Heion. Carney and Green will 
hold a moetuig at Fayette City tonight, 
aod tomorrow will have charge of a 
meeting of miners and their wives at 
Gastonville.

The losfgne also dedded toiendonta 
circular to all trades nnsons requesting 
an immediate assessment tor the bene- 
fit of thf miners. Previous to adjonrh 
ment, a ielegrlim was received fh)m 
President Simon Boms, who is in 
Washington, pledging the financial and 
moral support of the Wlndowglaas 
Workers' association. 

Judge Selwyn K. Owen of Colnmbni, 
James Bishop of Oolnmbus, and Hon, 
John Little of Xenia, O., members of 
the Ohio state board of arbitration, aud 
L. P. McCormack and D. Frank Schmid 
of Indianapolis, members of the Indiana 
labor commission, arrived in the city 
yesterday evening. The members of 
the Illinois boaiA of arbitration and the 
statistical bureau of Pennsylvania are 
expected here teday. The board will 
meet in joint conference, and after 
hearing both side^, will endeavor to se 
cure an amicable settlement of the 
differences between the miners and 
operators. 

The strikers at the mines of the Pitts 
burg and CJhicagO Gas Coal coinpaiiy 
were greatly excited yest(T<!ay over a 
report that Owen ('rouse was in that re- 
gion and that an atieiniit would be 
made to resume work with imported 
men. .'Secretary Warner of the United 
Mine Workers said tliat if this was 
done there would likely be trouble, and 
he feared there w(>ul(l be a lynching. 

The only news fro;u the West Vir- 
ginia field received lierewas tliat tli 
BttC'lnvooil mines. I J miles south of 
Morgautown, had started up full, and 
wer* advertising for 100 more men. 

MINERS DESTITUTE. 

(irav* State of Afflilra KxtotSng; In the Jel 
lleo, Tenneteee DIstriet. 

Ohattanoooa, July 12.— A special to 
The Times from Jellico, Tenn., says 
that there is great destitution among 
the miners in that rtgion, many of 
them having large families aud not 
knowing where the next meal is coming 
from. Some of the miners have gar 
dens and they have been able to make 
the truck raised on these to do them for 
the absolute necessities. 

Relief committees recently sent 
abroad to get lielp have returned and 
reported that they had met with poor 
succe.ss. Committees are to be sent to 
the east Tennessee districts in the hope 
that aid may be had while it is so badly 
needed. The miners and operators 
have had no meetings since May. and 
there does not si ciu to be the slightest 

prospect for an amicable adjostmant of 

the wage (luestion. 

'I he men at tliese mines have had lit- 
tle work for nearly two years, and as a 
coiLsecjuence they nave nothing laid up 
for a rainy day. 

More Illlnoiii :«ltiierB Quit Work. 

Si'RiN(iFii;i.i), Ills., ,Iuly 12.-Thi 
morning 1,600 miners who have bei n 
working in the Springfield district, re 
fused to return to Vork. This action 
was decided upon yesterday afternoon 
at a delegate meeting, held three miles 
from the city, at^nded by over 100 
delegates and 600 other mine workers 
Only three mines in the district were 
not represented. 

Monimlon Mea Will Not Work. 
Mabsillon, O., July 12.— The mass- 
meeting of miners- held at DiUonvale 

for the purpose of inducing the Wheel- 
ing and Lake Erh- miners there to join 
the union failed. The men refused to 
join. They will not, however, resume 
work because of fear of the union men. 
it is said. Several prominent officers of 
the union were present at the meeting.

Borne News From Havana That 
Escaped th« C«n«orahip. 



SPANISH SOLDIERS ARiB DTDTG, 



Thoutands «r Slok Troop* Sent Back to 
Spain, Manjr of Whom WUl Haver Get 

There Alive-Snnitnry laspaetor At« 
taoked For IKtinc Uls Duty— Spaalsh 
Report thm iBtargeata Destltuta. 

New York, July 12.— A dispatch to 
The Herald from Havana says : Major 
General Pedro Diaz has assumed < om- 
mand of the insurgent forces in Pin.ir 
del Rio province. The rebel army in 
this province is being thoroughly reor- 
ganised and put in fighting ^m to co- 
operate with the eastern army, if the 
latter succeeds in reaching Havana 
province. 

The Spaniards have destr<)yed a num- 
ber of small forts bec.iuM' they can not 
spare men to garrison them. 

Over 700 sick and wounded men have 
been sent on to Havana. In Matanzus 
town there are over 5,000 concentrados. 
of which over 50 die every day. The 
Spanish troops have been ordered not to 
eat mangos, but they disobey the order 
becaiue they have nothing else to eat. 
Mango aggravates fever. During the 
last 10 days over 600 soldiers were take;i 
to the hospital there. 

The Spanish mail steamers leaving 
Havana Saturday carried 1,000 sick sol- 
diers, many of whom will die on the 
way home. Eleven thousand sick so - 
(liers have been sent to Spain since 
Jan. 1. . 

Another American citizen has filed a 
claim for false imprisohment and dam- 
ages with the consul general. Jase 
(ioiiTiales, for 80 years a resident of 
Philadelphia, claims $;i0.000 forbein:; 
kept in prison for live months and til^<- 
000 for aumages to property. 

A local paper published chietly in the 
interest of the merchants in Havana, 
makes a savage attack upon Dr. Brun- 
ner, the acting sanitary inspector, ap- 
pointed by the United States govt ra- 
ment, because he has reported that the 
tmport ition of sugar from cetain ware- 
houses here might be responsible for an 
outbreak of yellow fever or smallpox 
in the United States. In an interview 
had with him, Dr. Brunner stated that 
his reason for making the report was 
that the sugar was shipped from ware- 
hou.ses that had been used as liospif.ils 
for fever and smallpox patients. The 
soldiers in many instances utilixed tlit' 
sugar sacks for beds, and he considen il 
it unsafe to have sugar sacked and 
shipped in these same sacks. 

CENSORSHIP NEWS. 

Intursenta In Triuidad Reported to Be in 
Deatlttito ClrcuQiitance*. 

Havana, July 12. — Reports presented 
to the authorities by Enrique Gomes, 
governor of Trinidad, say that the reb- 
els there are in a serious position, owing 
to the great acaroityof sapplieiofaii 

kinds. 

A committee of the local autonomists 
of Sancti Spiritus recently visited Cap- 
tain General Weyler and presented to 
him an address in which they declared 
that the autonomists always have sup- 
ported, and will in the future, support 
the government aud its representatives. 

The address congratulates the captain 
general upon his maintaining a position 
of neutrality with regard to pohtical 
parties, and declares that more than 
any other governor has he maintained 
this position. The address adds that 
not one of the local autonomists has 
joined the revolutionists. 

General Weyler thanked the com- 
mittee aud promised that he would not 
abandon his policy; of neutrality. 

News received in Havana from a pri- 
vate source saj s it i-. believi d that the 
insurgent leader, C^uintin Landcras, 
was oiled on Monday last. 

RELIEF HAS COME. 

Cooler Wt'Rtlier I'revan* All ()Ter the 
lulled States. 

New Yokk, July 12.— While the 
temperature yesterday did not rise over 
60 degrees in this city, the humidity 
which until evening stood at 98 per 
cent, made it uncomfortable for the 
stays-at-home." At lea.st half a million 
people, however, managed to r< ach the 
seashore, and nearly as many more 
sought the shade in the porks. 

As the night wore on a cool breeze 
sprang up, and the temperature fell to 
74, and at 11 p. m. the humidity record- 
ed wai less tnan 80 per cent. 

An unknown man, about 86 years 
old, supposed to be a longshoreman, 
was found unconscious from the heat 
yesterday. He was removed to a hospi- 
tal, where he died soon afterward. 
Other cases of prostration were : 
James Carey, 31 yean old. 
David Halleck, 87 years old. 
Owen McGniuness, ;!s years old. 

Still Uylug In Chicago. 

Chicago. July 12.— Chicago was cool 
yesterday, and with the rain of last 
night as a finisher to the heat, !• likely 
to remain so for several days at least. 
The highest temperature of the day 
was 7f) degrees. But the effects of tlie 
awful heat of the last 10 days are still 
apparent, in that two prostrations of 
the past week resulted fatally yester- 
day. They are: Mrs. E. Jones and 
Aht n Thompson, laborer. No prostra- 
tiODS were reported yeste rday. . 

Heat Wave Broken In PittahurK. 

PiTTSBi'RO, July 12.— The heat wave 
that hung over Pittsburg for IH days, 
from June 2H, was broken yesterday by 
a heavy downfall of rain that brought a 
much lower temperature with it, and 



consequently relief to the innaoitants 
of Pittsburg, Allegheny and the sub- 
urbs. The thermometer just before the 
rain registered 8i» degrees and' dropped 
iO degrees in a short time. 

Heitvy Ilnwnrall of Knln. 

Cni.i Mm ', O., July 12.— The heavy 
rainfall yesterday afternoon broke a 
record of the weather bnreau for the 
post 20 years. During four hours !). 76 
inches of rain fell and during the first 

minutes of the dowiipour the rainfall 
was -iM inches. It is tat heaviest rain- 
fall recorded within 84 hoars since the 
establishment of the weather bureaa.

Cincinnati, July 12.— The tempera- 
tare has dropped here from 80 at 6 
o'clock last night to 70 at midnight. It 
was not above 85 any time yesterday.

000 acres, Illinois, Mis- 
souri, K;lIl^as, Nebraska, 'i"eAas and one 
or two less iinpo:-tant corii-iiroducing 
st.ites. sliowiug an increased acrea^'e. 
but this is more than otl'-set by tiie 
shriiika^'e in Iowa.

The percentage of the wheat crop of 
ISitti reported as on hand on July 1, 
1S!I7, is 5.46. The average condition of 
the oat crop, 87.5, compares very unfa- 
vorably with that of July, IWni, >iut is 
only a small fraction of 1 per cent less 
than the average July condition for the 
last 10 years. The average condition of 
winter rye, l*o, is ll.apoint.-> higher than 
in July of last year, but that of spring 
rye, iiO, is 8.0 points lower th.in it was 
at that time. The condition of barley 
is improving, having advanced l.I point 
daring the month, and is now slightly 
better than at this time last year. The 
tobacco acreage shows a falling ofT of 
over aO per cent as compared with last 
year, and the condition, 78.6, is less by 
l.'< points than that of July. 

Ihere is a decline in the acreage of 
Irish potatoes of 8.4 as compared with 
that of last year. The shrinkage is 
general. Nebraska is the only state 
with any considerable acreage devoted 
to this crop that shows an increase. In 
point of condition also the crop at this 
time compari's unfavorably with that of 
last year, the figuring being 87.8 and 
1)9.0 respectively. 

The wool report indicates that 5.8 
pound is the average weight per fleece, 
a.s compared with 5.7 last year and 5.6 
in IS!!."). 

The Etiropean agent of the depart- 
ment reports that the weather during 
June was generally favorable to grow- 
ing crops, except in Russia and parts of 
Germany aud Italy, but the wheat crop 
will be below the average in Great 
Britain, France and Austria-Hungary. 
A consular report from Winnipeg, Man- 
itoba, indicates good crops of wheat, 
oats and barley on an increased acreage 
in that province. 

The July returns for cotton to the de- 
partment of agriculture indicate an av- 
erage condition of 86.0, as compared 
with 88.6 in June, an increase of 2.5 
points. The average condition July 1, 
1S90, was »'J.5. The averages of the 
itates ore as follows :

No Telling When it Will Be Re- 
ported to Congress.

Washixutox, July r..'.~lho < onfer- 
ees on the tariff biil held u four-hour 
session yesterday. The anxiety to reach 
a complete agreement as early as possi- 
ble induced them to meet on the Sab- 
bath, and both the house and senate 
conferees ajipear t atistied with the prog- 
ress that has been made. Several hun- 
dred minor amendments have been 
agreed upon, many of them mere 
changes of phraseology, and on a large 
majority of these the house conferees 
naturally have yielded. 
None of the real important problems 
the bill, however, nave as yet been 



in 



solved. All of them have received more 
or less consideration and there has been 
a free exchange of opinions. The tem- 
per and disposition of the senate and 
nouse conferees on these importhnt mat- 
ters have in this way been ascertained. 
In several cases the conferees are very 
close to an. agreement. Both sides, so 
one of the conferees said, show a com- 
mendable iipirit of conciliation, and, 
while in several instances each side 
seems to be holding out strongly for its 
contention as to rates, he said there had 
not yet appeared on the horizon any- 
thing which portended stloh difHcultv 
as would not in time be surmounted. 
There is the best of reasons for believ- 
ing that several of the main points of 
contention will be compromised. This 
IS esi)ecially believed to be<nie of lum- 
ber, hides and wool, and possibly sugar, 
though on the latter the house confer- 
ees are standing particularly lirm for 
their schedules. 

On the subject of reciprocity the drift 
i>f opinion seems to bo in the drift of 
th< senate substitute with certain of 
the liouse jirovisions ; that is, that the 
list of articles which can be used as a 
basis for recijirocity treaties will be 
broadened, but that the senate pro- 
vision re.juiring the ratitication of the 
freatii'S will be disi'arded. Several of 
tlie eminent lawyers in both branches 
of congress fjuestion the t'onstitution- 
alify of the power conferred upon the 
]>r(Md>iit by the senate prcciprodty 

pn ivisioii. 

The stamp tax on l(mds and stocks 
provided for m one of the senate 
amendments has not yet been accepted. 
'1 he revenue all'orib'd by it furnishes a 
strong .irguineiit for its acceptance in 
view of the luavy anticipatory importa- 
tions, and there is talk of wid''ning its 
tcope so as not onlv to include a tax on 
actual transfers but on all recorded 
sales. This necessity of n veiiue also 
furnishes a strong argument for the' 
restoration of the house rate's on im- 
ported tobacco. 

It is impossible to estimate yet when 
a final s< ttleii;ent will be reached, and, 
although various dates are given as to 
the length of tiiue tint bill will remain 
in conferen ■(■. one rif the mo..<t iiitlucn- 
tial of the I'onfen es said that all esti- 
mates were iiei e.--s,irily pure guesswork. 

When till' ri i)ort is completed it will 
at once go to the house, wliere it is not 
likely that more taan one day will be 
allowed for debate.

May be Greatly iieduceil hy a Recent 
Ceart Deeisioa, If Certain Taxes 
Mast be Reminded. 



[Courier-Journal.] 

FKAWKTORTi Ky., July 10.— Things look 
blue for tliis year's Kentucky scliool fund. 
It has been discovered that the fund is 
bound to be not only greatly reduced, but 
may be nearly w iped out should the courts 
decide that it must at once pay back all 
the money it has received and was not 
entitled to in the past three or four 
years. Of the big taxes paid by the 
banks during the long years they have 
paid 7fi cents to State in lieu of ail other 
taxee, the law has been so constructed 
that the school fund received nearly half. 

The courts have now decided that the 
banks should have paid only 42} cents to 
the State the past four years, and only 
the regular rate of 52j cents this year. 
This cuts in half the amount that goes 
from the bank taxes to the school fund 
for this year, and as the State is i>aying 
back the rebate doe the banks for the 
past several years, the Auditor thinks 
the school fund will have to stand its 
share of this rebate, and this share is 
nearly or quite half of all that will have 
to be returned. 

The Auditor and State Superintendent 
decided lost year that the school fund 
would have to make up an "overdraw," 
or dt'Dcit, for the prccediinj year before it 
could be divided up into per capita, which 
turned out to be 12.76, or 10 oente lower 
than it liad been before for many years, 
ll they now decide that the fund must 
pay its share of all the rebate out of this 
year's fund, this last reduction may be as 
a drop in the bucket, and the per capita 
for the year may be small enough to cur- 
tail t^e school term in nearly every rural 
district in the State. Neither the Audi- 
tor nor Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion is ready to talk about the matter. 
They will not be till they get all the 
flgaree in and have some \^ advise on 
the subject.

HOT WEATHER UVINO 



Imitate the Centuries-Taught Peo- 
ple of India. 



What to Kat and WVar in These Killin£: Dog 
Uays— Abstain From Meatii and 
LifMn.

With the death rat* growinK to more 
appalling lengtli hourly from the present 
fierce heat, nothing shoald be neglected 
in the way of informing the public as to 
precautions against meeting the fate of 
those who have succumbed. By request 
of the Enquirer, Dr. S. P. Kramer, for 
years well known as a leading practi- 
tioner in this oity, yesterday talked on 
precautionary measures in the way of 
diet, drinks and oare of the body. What 
he says may be wholly relied upon as 
worthy of being given closest and abso- 
lute heed. 

"Cincinnati's warmest summer weather 
such as we are experiencing now, is 

. nearly equal to that of India," said Dr. 
Kramer. "And yet the people of India 
live their temperature throuKh with not 
• hundredth part of the diacomfort ex- 
perienced in Oincinnati. The main se- 
cret is that they take care of themselves. 
They live in a simple, common sense way 
W as to eatinK, drinking, cleanliness, dress- 

^ ^ ingand guarding against exposure. First 

^ and foremost, the people of India use no 
apirituooa liquors, especially not in their 
seasons of more extreme heat. Notice 
the names of Cincinnati's heat victims. 
Nine out of every ten of them were nsers 
of alcoholic stimulants'. In hot weather 
everybody should shun alcoholic stimu- 
lants, whether beer, whisky, wine or 
whatnot Thay art woraa on tha hnnaan 
system than so much Are. They inflame 

, the blood and directly induce prostra- 
tion. Lemonade, sour aa agreeable, ice 
water and milk, providing it is fresh, and 
has been boiled, ar^ the three drinks 
that I recommend as every way best for 
■uch weather is this, and throughout the 
■ummer entire. Tliey can be taken to 
any reasonable extent with the very beet 
results. I do not agree with many that 
ice water la harmful. Not at all, I oon> 
aider it healthful, and recommend it. 
loataa? No. ice tea is bad to drink, be- 
oause of the large amount of tannic acid 
it contains. Tannic acid disturbs diges- 
tion. Hot tea and cofiee ? The less of 
them the better for every one. 

"Very little meat of any kind should 
be eaten, and not a particle except it is 
known to be fresh and sweet, cooked 
. while in that condition and aaten with- 
ft out being allowed to stand. Whatever 
the ice box facilities, no meat, cooked 
nor uncooked, should be kept beyond 
the meal for which it was bought How- 
ever 'nice' itmayloiik it (should positively 
be thrown away. It is decomposing, and 
if it be eaten then decomposed matter 
full of death germs is being taken into 



the system. This means that the entire 
list of cold meats must be shunned in 
hot weather as one would shun deadly 
poisons. During such weather people 
should not think of touching outs of cold 
roast beef, nor ham, nor chipped beef, 
nor colli meat of any kind, no matter 
bow it was cooked nor how sweet and 
nice it may appear. Decomposition is 
going on in all of them. They are rotting, 
and have the worst disease germs. It is 
the economy of death for the frugal 
honaewife to keep meat from one meal 
to another. I care not how fine or com- 
plete an icebox she may have. The 
really and wholly wise person lets meat 
of whatever kind entirely alone such 
weather as this. All kinds of fresh, ripe 
vegetables and fruits, good bread and 
butter— these are the things to eat in hot 
weather. Under no circumstances drink 
milk unless it ia known positively to be 
fresh and to have been boiled. Other- 
wise decomposition is at work in it. 

"Everyone should take a hot bath 
every night this weather and a cold bath 
every morning, and chanjre their under- 
wear daily, all without fail. A cold bath 
af night makes one sleepless, while a hot 
one opens all the pores, gets the body in 
a cooling condition, is <iiiieting, and in 
every way calculated to make one sleep 
sound and well. The cluthing, like that 
of the people of India, should be Just as 
thin and as nearly white as possible. 
White redects the heat. Black absorbs 
it Last hot never least, everybody 
should move just as slowly as possible. 
Every movement of whatever part of the 
body increases theoironlatioa and, there- 
fore, the temperature. My concluding 
word is that there is no reason for any 
one being prostrated by the heat. The 
easy exercise of wisdom as to the points 
I have mentioned will prevent all of 
tbM* onfortonate occorrenoaa.

It la Probably the Uuly Meaanr* That

WABHntOTOii. Jolj 12.— Bejond th« 
fact that the ^eupral defioieuQj appro- 
priation bill probably will be paawd and 

that the gpiiate will stand ready to take 
up the tariff bill at any time that a re- 
port may be brought in by the confer- 
tnce conimittpo, little can be predicted 
f)f the course (if events in the senate 
durniK the pret^cnt week. The diKpcsi- 
tion IS to do little in the way of froneral 
leffislation. and there is a jirojidsition 
under consideration by the leaders of 
the two sideb (jf tho chamber to adopt 
the jilnn now in vojjtn- in the house for 
Bitting only every third day after the 
deficieucT bill iMll hart been dia- 

p08ed of. 

This suffgeKtion has been made in 
view of the possibility of pressure to 
take up the matter of the appointment 
of a currency commission. The general 
impressi'tn about the senate is that the 
honte will pass snch a bill on this sub- 
ject as the president may recommend, 
but that there is no probability that the 
Benate will take the matter np seriously. 
The desire is to make this intention 
clear by infreqaent meetings There 
mn, however, some matters uu the 
•zeontive calendar demanding atten- 
tion, and there may be an effort to clear 
this calendar off dnrintr the week. If 
•och should prove to be the case there 
would be more or less discnssion in the 
eze<'ative sessions over the McCord, 
Warner and Cioodnow nominations. 

The friends of the Hawaiian annexa- 
tion treaty ou the foreign relations 
committee, also hope to he authorized 
to report a ratification resolution at 
their meeting next Wednesday, but it 
ii by no means certain that the com- 
mittee will' be able to reach an agree- 
ment so soon. 

Senator Harris of Kansas will endeav- 
or to get np his resolatiou regarding the 
teorganieation of the Union Pocitic 
railroad during rlic week, but in this he 
will beoppcsi d and is not likely to sue- 
teed. 

The tariff c^nforens confldentlv ex- 

Sect to bring in the tiititl' bill 1 y Thurs- 
ay. The length of the debate on the 
report will depend npnn bow well the 
senate conferees may have succeeded in 
maintaining the integrity of the seuaK' 
bill. The Democrats and other oppo- 
nents of the bill make no secret of their 
intention to oppoee tho adoption of the 
report if it appears that the amend- 
ments which thi>y were instmniciftal in 
secnring, patting cotton bagging, cotton 
tws« barlape, paris green, etc., on the 
free Hit, naT« been receded from.

HARVEY FOUND GUILTY. 

The Jurjr, After Nearly Four Hour*, FIs 

the C'riiqe at Secunil Degree Mariler. 

WiLLMi.NciTON, ()., July 12. — JamcK 
Harvey has been convicted of murder 
in the second degree. Tbe jury was 
out three and thriee-quarter hours. A 
motion was made for a new trial, wliich 
will probably be heard on Taosday. 

The sht ri f , when taking Harvey to 
bis cell, searched the jail proper, and 
found in the cells of two of the prison- 
ers two razors, while, concealed in the 
athpan of the unused stove, were two 
case knives which had been formed 
iQto saws and a file. The bars of the 
rear outside door bore marks of the 
•awt and file, showing that a beginning 
at an attempt to escape had already 
been made by some of the prisoners. 

The crime of which Harv^ was con- 
victed was committed on Deo. 18 last, 
at the home of his father, W. P. Har- 
vey, five miles from town. Harvey, 
who had married the girl in Brooklyn, 
in Januarr. 1803, reported the death of 
his wife, Ida, stating that wliito the old 
people were absent from the house Ida, 
while washing the dishes in the kitchen, 
had fallen over thewoodbox and broken 
her neck. The body of the woman was 
covered with bruises, and othw nu- 
.picions circumstances caused the coro- 
ner to take charge of the body, and as a 
result James was arrested for the mur- 
der of Ida. After his incarceration in 
the iail James filed an alfidavlt against 
his father, William P. Harvey, an aged 
minister of the Friends* church, chwg- 
ing the old man with the coinroission 
of the crime, but, ou examination by 
till prand jury, tbe old nutn was de- 
eland innocent, and discharged from 
custody. 

A new application of electricity is in- 
dicated in its use for tbe preservation of 
meats.

Itailv dnpe.'< are piven ti\ poder- 
mically, mixed with olive oil in tin* pro- 
portion of one to five, and bv the moiitli 
in capHnle.s after each meal. In a cas^e 
which was recently hrotiL'lit before the 
clinic at the .JetlVrson HoppitHl « very 
satisfactory report was n'ven after three 
weeks' treatment. 

In that time the patient had gained 
twelve pounds in weight, ni^ht sweats had 
disappeared, and the amount of expec- 
toration in twenty-four hours bad dimin- 
ished to practically nothing, and the 
cough, w hich was ^Imoet incesfant before 
tbe treatment was commenced, had de- 
creased to seven times in twenty-four 
hours. A barrier to the general use of 
this treatment in cases of consumptioa ie 
found in the extremely irritating proper- 
ties of tbe drug, making the hypodermlcal 
use a painful process, and ita administra- 
tion by the stomach a great taxing of the 
lining membraDeof theorgan. It isvery 
probable, however, that therapentists 
will soon find iuiuble combinations with 
other drugs to remove theee obstacles 
and render thil method more acceptable 
topatiente.
